FAVOR ACTING NOW 


Members Advise Immediate Re- 
duction of Delegates From the 
South, Leaving Question of 
Ratification to Be Settled Later 


WASHINGTON—Sentiment developed 
at preliminary conferences among mem- 


bers of. the national Republican commit- 


tee today indicated that the leaders 


would formally vote late today that n> 
‘Republican national convention next 
year is necessary, or advisable, to re- 
habilitate the party, and that reduction 
of southern, non-Republican representa- 
tion in party councils‘ should begin at 
once. — 

- The committee was late in beginning 
its special meeting*called for formula- 
tion of a reorganization plan. Two reso- 


\ lutions were presented by the sub-com- 


mittee. One proposed the special con- 
vention, the other that the national com- 
mittee can itself and should immediately 
revise the basis of representation of 
states in national conventions, subject 
‘later to ratification by electors and state 
and national conventions. 

Lengthy debate on these two proposi- 
tions seemed likely to delay a vote until 
late today, but the committee planned to 
finish its work by tonight. 

Committeeman Warren moved that a 
special convention be called. Action on 
this motion was deferred until Senator 
Cummins and Representative Woods of 
the congressional Republican commit- 
tee could be heard. 

Committeeman Barnes «of New York 
objected to the provision in the resolu- 
tions for selection of delegates to the 
proposed convention ‘by state central 
committees. He favored special prima- 
ries, but.supported Mr. Warren’ s§ motion 
for a special convention. Representative 
Cramton of Michigan, speaking for Rep- 
. resentative Woods, backed up the con- 
vention plan. <r pia

Cummins-said: “The Republican party. 
would be better served in this way. than) 
in any other. The ratification plan,” ‘the 
said, “would not make. the impression 
that a convention would.”

He intended, he said, to talk to the 
London & Northwestern men who had 
returned to wérk, and to ask the Seamen 
and Firemens Union why it had left the 
fortress of Liberty hall He also would 
want to know why there were no pickets 
about. The rank and file in England 
were with them, he declared, to a man, 
but when the English delegates arrived 
in Dublin, developments might be. ex- 
pected. 

Enormous meetings he had attended 
in England indicated the coming of a 
new great labor’ movement in that coun- 
try. Simultaneously’ Justice Kenny an- 


nounced in the courts that the crown 
had determined to.-withdraw--the- prose= |; 
cution of Latkin and others for criminal 


conspiracy. “He criticized the course 
taken: by the ‘government very. strongly 
as-most exceptional and not fair either 
to tlie ¢ommunity or to the accused. 
The attempt to extend the “volunteer 


movement from Dublin to Cork ended in. 


a riotous inaugural meeting which event- 
ually broke up;without anything being 
accomplished.

SAID TO BE GOOD 
FOR DOMINIONS 


Liberalism and Imperial Policy 
the Topic of Herbert Samuel, 
Postmaster-General, Before 


National Liberal Club 


ADVANTAGES SHOWN 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—Herbert Samuel, postmaster- 
general, delivered an address on “Lib: 
eralism and Imperial Policy” at the Na- 
tional Liberal Club, George Hardy pre- 
siding. 

It was once considered by many 
thoughtful men, Mr. Samuel said, that 
liberalism had no business to have any | 


policy in relation té the empire at all, | 


except a negative policy, that any em- 
pire must: by its very nature be aggres- 
sive, oppressive, militarist, burdensome, 
and that its very existence must be a 
contradiction of liberalism. 

No man, he said, with any degree of 
authority in the ranks of liberalism 
would now propound doctrines similar to 
those to which Mr. Cobden gave expres- 
sion. In the development of human af- 
fairs the consummation to be aimed at 
was a cambination of the large imperial 
state on the one hand with the local au- 
tonomous state, living and flourishing on 
its own lines, within it. 

The British empire. was on the direct 
line of progress, he continued. The 
combination of many states into feder- 
ations and vast empires had conduced 
to the stability of peace. The British 
empire covered about one fourth of the 
land area of the world and within it 
was peace. The existence of the em- 
pire was advantageous to each of its 


| parts. If the dominions were separate 
states they would either forego the crea- 
tion of armaments of their own or they 
would have to engage in the armaments 
competition, a most burdensome and de- 
plorable undertaking. From that dilem- 
ma membership of the empire to a great 
extent saved the empire. 

Liberals could not ignore the empire 
even if they would, and they ought not 
to do so, because its existence and “its 
internal development might be made a 
most powerful agency in the realization 
of Liberal ideas with respect both to’ 
international peace and domestic prog- 
ress. With regard to India and the sub- 
tropical possessions, it was common 
ground of all Liberal effort that as far 
as might be, and when the circumstances 
of the case rendered it practicable, there 
should be a gradual development in those 
areas of self-governing institutions, and 
the best service which the mother coun- 
try could render the dominions was _ to 
manage the foreign 
empire soberly and _ successfully, to 
maintain peace, to abstain from ag- 
gressive tendencies, to keep their arma- 
ments at the point where they were 
adequate for defense, but not exagger- 


eted, and to keep civilization here at 
the heart of the empire 4t as high a 
level as possible. 

In conclusion, Mr, Samuel said he did 
not believe that the present constitution 
—or absence cf a constitution—-of the 
empire could be the final form of the 
relations of the mother country to the 
Dominions. The political organs com-

He had always been 
opposed to militancy, and he had said 
so frequently. They ought, he insisted, 
to take Mr. Gladstone’s line and asso- 
ciate administration of-the law with 
proposals of reform. An intimation that 
the government would bring in a com- 
plete franchise measure would, in his 
opinion, be sufficient to stop. -militancy, 
and they ought not to sacrifice prin- 
ciples to indignation against militants.

FREEMASONRY. IS BROUGHT . 
INTO ITALY’S POLITICAL GOSSIP 


(Special to the Monitor) 

FLORENCE, Italy—To take -an 
telligent view of Italian poiities that 
shall be at the same time an impartial 
view, it is necessary to remember that 
Italy, as the reader uses the term in a 
coistitutional sense, has existed for but 
half a century. In that period much has 


had to be done and with what means of- 
fered themselves. 

The evolution from Mazzini and Manin 
and Garibaldi, from the first Victor 
Emanuel and Cavour, from Sella, Crispi, 
and Rudini to the present group of 
statesmen and publicists, though it shows 
great contyasts, is nevertheless an or- 
derly and coherent evolution. If the 
reader bear this in mind, he will be able 
to understand_a political growth of the 
greatest significance to the western 
world. ; 

Among the many elements that have 
played and still play a part in Italian 
politics. are the Freemasons, who by 
their friends are much upheld and by 
their opponents much _ disapproved. 
There may be observed in some quarters 
of the Italian press a certain mood to- 
ward Freemasons that would credit 
them with horns and tails and scarlet 
vestments. It is hinted that their pro- 
ceedings are dark and mysterious, sav- 
oring over much of that secrecy 
wholesome to the commonweal. 

But here again, as. everywhere, the 
judicial attitude is the only safe one 
and it will be well to remember that 
much of continental Freemasonry is un- 
like that of England and the United 
States. Freemasonry in France has 
shown tendencies on which its critics 
have pouneed. In Italy, Freemasonry 
has been credited by its opponents with 
hues that, if they exist are easily un- 
derstood to be the inheritance of a not 
remote period, It is a very short time 
ago that political conspiracy was the 
one and only way of striving toward 
political liberty and» national existence 
for Italy,

BRITISH SUGAR 
DEALERS STIRRED 
OVER SITUATION 


(Special to the Monitor): 
LONDON—Sugar dealers are’ consid- 
erably alarmed at the attempts which 
are being made to form a huge trust to 


corner the sugar market and eventually 
raise prices. The attempt is being made 
by 14 sugar refining firms of other coun- 
tries which have sent out a circular to 
buyers in England offering them special 
terms to deal with the syndicate, and to 
ignore the few refiners. who are not eun- 
nected: with them. 

In this way the syndicate presumably 
hope to corner the 400,000 tons of re- 
fined sugar which is anntially sent from 
the continent to England and thus com- 
pel the independent firms to join the syn- 
dicate. The special terms consist of a 
special bonus ‘of 144d. per hundredweight 
givén on conditions which prevent buyers 
from dealing with the independent firms. 

Home refiners would not immediately 
be affected as they are at the present 
moment working to their full capacity 
to provide the 600,000 tons which repre- 
sents their share of the sugar market.

Russian Viceroy in Report to 
Czar Says He Is Constantly 
Attacked for Conciliatory At- 
titude in 8 Years’ Service 


DESCRIBED 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—In a_ recent issue of the 
Armenian journal Ararat an account is 
given of “an interesting and remarkable 
document” recently presented to the 
Czar of Rygsia. It is the report of Gen- 
eral Count Vorontzoff-Dashkoff, dated 
July 11-24, 1913, dealing. with the cordi- 
tions prevailing in the Caucasus when 


he assumed the office of viceroy in 1905,’ 


the .measures since taken toward the 
progress and development of the country, 
and the results accruing from his-policy. 

For the past eight years Count Vor- 
ontzoff-Dashkoff has consistently worked 
to gain the sympathy of the 1,600,000 
Armenians who live under his rule, and 
also of the other nationalities inhabiting 
this transcaucasian region. The concil- 
latory attitude has drawn on him the 
wrath of the nationalist press of Russia, 
which has repeatedly attacked him in 
no measured terms for his undue par- 
tiality for other nationalities and his in- 
sufficient regard for Russian interests. 

In reply to these attacks the count 
says that during the eight years of his 
governorship of the Caucasus repeated 
and severe criticism had been directed 
against him’ both by members of the 
central administration and by public 
opinion alike in the press and in the 
Duma. 

“Taken altegether,” he goes on, “the 
attacks directed against my administra- 
tion- amounted to an invidious compar- 
ison of the measures adopted by me with 
the practise obtaining in other parts of 
the empire. The steps taken by me for 
the pacification of the country were in 
conformity with local requirements and 
are necessarily difficult for those not 
on the spot to understand. The very 
peculiarity of these measures was,. more- 
over, predicated by the creation of a 
vice-regal government. ~ Whether my 
policy was good or bad is not for me 
to judge, but I may say that as a result 
of my administration his majesty pos- 
sesses in the people of the~-Caucasus sub- 


jects as loyal as those in the center of | 


Russia,” 

The count, then proceeds to describe in 
detail the tendencies noticeable among 
the several races inhabiting the Caucasus, 
and fearlessly to point out that, so far as 
the Armenians are concerned, it was 
Russia herself that created the ““Armen-

FRANCE ACTS ON PROTECTION 
OF HISTORICAL MONUMENTS

PARIS, France—For the last five years 
a project for the protection. of the his- 
torical monuments of France , has been 
sent back and’-forth between a parlia- 
mentary ~committee and the Chamber 
without any decision being arrived at, 
until latterly its partizans despaired of 
its ever becoming law.’

EUROPE IN PEACE 
CONTINUES RUSH 
FOR ARMAMENTS 


All Nations Busy ia for 
War That Is Not in Sight, 
While Public Sentiment for 
Arbitration -of .Disputes Grows 


CLOUDS DISAPPEARING 


(Special to the Monitor) 
 LONDON—The first lord of the Brit- 
ish admiralty said recently that when he 
thought of Europe today with every na- 
tion mingling more freely with every 
other, nation, with every government 
professing the utmost friendship for 
othef states, with every sovereign linked 
by relationship and interest with the 
heads of other powers, with every for- 
eign office uttering accents of supreme 
¢orrectitude, and yet the whole held ani 


gripped in the thraldom of armaments 


Ton a scale unexampled since the begin- 


ning of time, he could not help being 
reminded of the story of the Spanish 
‘prisoner who was confined for 20 years 
in a. dungeon until. one day he happened 
t6 push the door ofthis cell, which had 
all sthe» time been unlocked, and walked 
out free into the open air. 

The strange European calm already 
noticed still continues at the moment of 
writing. The little differences left over 
from the great struggle are one by one 
being settled and “the cloud banks of 
coming issues are still below the horizon. 

It is at a time such qs this, however, 
when the.din and clamor of incident 
has ‘died away that. ohe, becomes con- 
scious: of other sounds ‘that;have always 
been. there, like the hum inote to. the 
peal of bells. Theelash* of the sword 
and the roar. of the ‘field gun may be 
no more heard in Europe, even the 
diplomatic .saber rattling, may have 
ceased, but the steady clang of the 
riveter’s hammer is heard day and night 
from .one. end .of Europe to. the other, 
and the glare of the blast furnaces 
lightens the night sky in every land. 
Europe is at peace, Statesmen vie with 
one another in expressions of mutual 
good will, but the race still continues. 
The “two; keels to one” of the British 
Navy League is answered by ag still more 
concentrated..effort on. the other side 
of the North sea, whilst from St. Peters- 
burg, Vienna, Paris and Rome come 
echoes whose monotonous burden is 
dreadnoughts and yet again dread- 
noughts. 

When it is not dreadnoughts it is men. 
France hurries through a return to the 
three years ‘service’ system. Germany 
adds steadily to her already immense 
army, and carries her army bills through 
the Reichstag on the crest of the wave 
of an appeal to patriotism which silences 
Austria-Hungary- 
spends millions she can ill sparé from 
her depleted exchequer.on adding. to the 
efficiency of -her forces; whilst Russia, 
with that machine-like ponderousness 
which turns neither to the right. hand 
nor to the left adds battalion after bat- 
talion to her great host. 

Winston Churchill was truly right 
enough when he described these prepara- 
tions as unexampled since the beginning 
of time. How far he was also right in 
his simile as to the Spanish prisoner and 
how long it will be before the prisoner 
makes that simple move which is to mean 
so much to him, the future alone can 
show. 

One thing is certain, that in every 
country in Europe there has come into 
being a public opinion whose growth is 
sturdy, which has already seen the 
prisoner as a prisoner, and has recognized 
why and how he need be so no longer. 
The peace mavement grows every day, 
not only in respect of the numbers of its 
adherents, but, what is much more im- 
portant, in understanding. It is fast 
becoming a great factor in international 
politics. 

From the moment Norman Angell de- 
veloped that thesis, which is the text 
of “The Great Illusion,” namely, the 
complete interdependence of nation upon 
nation in respect of trade and finance, 
and showed to the point of demonstra- 
tion the utter impossibility of ‘war re- 
sulting in anything but injury, not only 
to the vanquished, but even more to the 
conqueror, thoughtful men throughout 
Europe began to think whether after all 


did they stand? 

Large numbers of men and women ‘in 
every nation in Europe have -accepted 
the views put forward in “The Great. 
Illusion.” Every day brings in its evi- 
dence that the views of many statesmen 
are being steadily influenced by this 
peace movement,’ so eminently begotten 
of the understanding, and it is clear to 
any one that henceforward this new fac- 
tor will have to be increasingly reckoned 
with in any review of international 
politics. 

Just over two years ago when Agadir 
Was on every man’s lips, on both, sides 
of the North sea, what was the. hand 
that really held the leash of the dogs 
of war and refused to loose it? Every 
revelation since has gone to show that 
it. was finance. With what amounted’ to 
a panic on’ the Berlin bourse and a run’ 
onthe banks ‘throughout the couritry;' 
many statesmen in+those days must, have 
asked: themselves: “If this “is done’ at 
the threat,~ what of the -dccomplish- 
ment?” And so war came to the birth 


and could not be delivered, 
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it might not be true and if true, where 


| creasingly evident that the more civilized 
the country, the more its trade ana 
commerce and manufactures are de- 
veloped, the more hardly does it go to 
war. The Montenegrin can leave his 
plough in the morning, shoulder his 
rifle and be at work on his alternative 
trade at night. He can fight for weeks 
and months, and then when the war is 
over go back to’ his farm and take up 
life where he left it off weeks,or even 
months before. 

The same is.true in varying degreés of 
all the Balkan states. It is absolutely 


true of Turkey. And so the Balkan war 


was ‘possible ‘and the rapid recuperation 
of the Balkan states is possible and even 
certain. But what of the powers? “The 
war must be circumscribed. At all costs 
we must agree to draw a ring round the 
Balkans.” This accomplishment was for 
12 months the great: ambition of the 
powers by day, and its possible failure 
their nightmare by .night. No doubt in 
this desire, simple motives of a more 
enlightened humanity had a large part, 
but it canyot be doubted that again and 
again the weight that brought down the 
balance on the side of peace was the 
question of finance. Not the ‘simple 
counting of, the cost of warfare in marks 
and francs, kronen and roubles, but the 
recognition that in that wonderful sys- 
tem of credit which has spread itself over 
Europe and beyond, an injury done any- 
where is an injury done everywhere. 

The Balkan states and Turkey, and to 
a large’extent Russia are still outside 
the vast credit bond of the continent, 
but Germany with her army bills, France 
with her three years service, Austria- 
Hungary with her new dreadnoughts and 
her new guns, England with her £75,- 
000,000 budgeted for her navy alone, are 
all subscribers to*the great system, and 
a bank closed or a house broken in 
Berlin, as likely as not affects more 
people in Londor, Paris, or Vienna than 
it does in the German capital. 


It--has been often pointed out that 
the great danger in Europe today is 
that diplomacy has not moved with the. 
times, that the cry from the diplomatist 
faced with the -necessity of-treating a 
new circumstance after a new: fasttion ‘is 
every “It is not 80} {weptony * instead of 
“Let us write it so.” The old diplomacy 
and the old ideas as to what constitutes 
real national greatness are fighting for 
their very existence and in their last 
ditch, and massed; as they are, ‘for a 
last stand they make a brave show. 


But the Palace of Peace is completed 
at the Hague, and silently throughout 
the length and breadth. of the world 
there moves the peace idea. True, today 
it is clothed largely in self-interest, but 
tomorrow, it cannot: be doubted, it will 
be clothed in reason, and ultimately, 


the ,.promjge is,,sure enough, it .will he , 


clothed in understanding. When this 
stage is reached, the prisoner will have 
pushed the door of his prison. He will 
have found that it never was locked and 
he will walk out free.

ON IRISH BILL PLEA 


OP |. We. RUSSELL 


Vice-President of Department of 
Agriculture Says the Govern- 
ment Must Move Ahead 


(Special to the Monitor) 
DUBLIN, Ireland—Addressing a meet- 
ing of the Dublin and Counties Liberal 
Association in Dublin recently, -T. W. 


-Russell, M. P., vice-president of the de- 


partment of agriculture, said that in 
regard to the home rule bill they were 
faced with this situation: Should the 
government bill be passed through the 
House of Commons next session as it 
stood, and should it receive the royal 
assent, grave disorder was threatened. 

He said he never had any doubt that 
if the Ulster extremists were defeated, 
the peace of certain parts of that prov- 
ince would be in danger of being broken. 
That had been made all the more prob- 
able by the repeal of the arms act, 
which enabled arms to be placed in the 
hands of men on both sides of this con- 
troversy. 

He felt quite certain that there would 
be tumult and disorder in parts of-Ul- 
ster, but he denied that the great mass 
of the agricultural community would 
join in that tumult or take any part in 
fanning that disorder. | 

Proceeding, Mr. Russell said that to 
insure a peaceful start for the new era 
in Yreland no effort should be spared to 
bring about a settlement by consent. 
But knowing the facts as he did, he was 
not hopeful of such a settlement being 
reached. In the event of a government 
bill being defeated, which was very im- 
probable, would the Unionists propose 
to go on with the government of Ireland 
in its present form? If that was not 
their policy would they say what they 
proposed to do in regard to Ulster? 
Would they separate the four north- 
eastern counties from the rest of the 
country and keep them under the im- 
perial Parliament? The Unionists might 
refuse to answer these questions, but 
they were questions that would have to 
be answered, and in his judgment the 
only way out of the difficulty was to 
go straight forward with the proposals 
which had received the approval of the 
House of Commons and the country as 
a whole. 


NEW SQUTH WALES 
PLANS TO EXTEND 
ITS HOUSING WORK

SYDNEY, N. S. W.—The success of a 
state housing experiment in a Sydney 
suburb, where a number of workers’ 
dwellings erected on the garden city 
plan have been eagerly availed of, has en- 
couraged the New South Wales govern- 
ment to contemplate extending the ex- 
periment to the state’s great coal-produc- 
ing center of Newcastle, N. S. W. 

It .is estimated that for a cost of 
£120,000 250 houses of wood with red 
tile roofs could be built on 72 acres of 
land owned by the government at a sub- 
urb of the coal port, called North Stock- 
ton, bounded on one side by the Hunter 
river and on the other by the ocean 
beach. 

The houses are to cost about £400 
each, and the value of the land, 50 feet 
by 150 feet, £60.

Garrison City of Portsmouth 4 
Composed of Four Growing 
Towns and Known Better for 
Activity Than for Its Beauty 


STRONGLY FORTIFIED 


(Special to the Monitor) 
PORTSMOUTH, Eng.—In recent times 
Portsmouth has imitated Topsy, but 
although it has “growed” it cannot 


honestly be said that the four towns 
which it comprises, Portsmouth itself, 
Portsea, Landport and Southsea, have 
grown in beauty. 

Like all large towns it has some fine 
buildings, notably the town-hall, which 
Portsmouth claims to be the. stateliest 
in England, but on the whole .it does 
not impress the eye. Its charms are 
extrinsic and are lost on those who take 
no interest in naval or military mat- 
ters. Directly or indirectly its 231,009 
inhabitants depend for their support on 
the army and navy. Portsmouth itself 
is the garrison town, Portsea prides it- 
self on the great naval dockyard, Land- 
port is a town of artisans and Southsea, 
which is developing as a seaside resort, 
has a large population of retired and 
idle officers of both services. 

The imperceptible way in which these 
towns merge into one another is indi- 
cated by the fact that many people living 
in Portsmouth, which is not fashionable, 
mistakenly claim Southsea, which is, as 
their address. Portsmouth, however, is 
unique in that it is the mest strongly 
fortified place in the United Kingdom, 
and those who wish to study its fortifi- 
cations should consult the ordnance maps 
which will tell them the truth—though 
not by any manner of means the whole 
truth. In 1875 the authorities decided 
that the romantic atmosphere attaching 
to the ancient ramparts and moats was 
not sufficient compensation for their 
insecurity and unwholesomeness, and 
they were demolished, their place being 
taken in part by a handsome people’s 
park. and recreation ground for the naval 
and military forces. 

Looking towards Portsmouth from the 
outer line of fortifications at Portsdown, 
a ridge seven miles long to the north 
of Portsea island, one sees almost at 
one’s feet Portsmouth harbor, averaging 
over two miles wide and four miles in 
length. Between Portsmouth harbor 
and Langstone harbor, another inland 
sea of almost equal area, lies the island, 
three miles in length and 214 miles in 
width, separated from the mainland by 
a wide moat. In the southwest corner 
of the island lies Portsmouth, looking 
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(Photo puniie taken for the Monitor) 


Dockvyards gates and a 


across Spithead to the Isle of Wight on 
the south and eastwards across the wa- 
ters which the Britisher, with that calm 
arrogance which has made it impossible 
for the sun not to shine on the British 
domain, calls the English channel. 

At its mouth the harbor is no wider 
than the Thames at London bridge, but 
it can float the largest man-of-war at 
low tide. To defend the mouth of the 
harbor there are-several forts, Ft. Monk- 
ton, for example, on the west and Ft. 
Victoria and Southsea castle on the east. 
Where one town begins and another ends 
it is impossible to say, and all one

sees is a closely packed area, with open 
spaces and large buildings here\and there, 
and all around it a complex of ram- 
parts, bastions, moats and other de- 
fenses only ‘to be ¢amprehended by’ a 
professional eye.

port” must of necessity produce only 
soldiers and sailors, one would think; yet 
George Meredith, whose writings do not 
smack even faintly of the sea, was a 
native of Portsmouth, and so also were 
Charles Dickens, and Sir Walter Besant, 
and Isambard Brunel, the famous en- 
gineer.

Commissioners’ Statement 


Higher Rates 


PES 


No more than advisory results, along 
with the information that leads up to 
them, could follow the inquiry into the 
Boston & Maine railroad by the mem- 
bers of the ‘public utilities commissions 
of -the four northern New England 
states. Taken separately and within 
the limits of their own state, each of 
these commissions has a measure of 
power over the rates charged by rail- 
roads; but taken together they are not 
clothed with any authority and their 
conclusions are without other than en- 
lightening effect. The power to fix 
rates for the Boston & Maine rests only 
in the interstate commerce commission, 
whose chairman was taken into con- 
sultation with the state commissioners. 
The opinion of the commissioners is 
entitled to great weight, however, as 
they seem to have looked into the sit- 
uation with care and to have reached 
conclusions without prejudice. 

The statement that attracts the great- 
est attenion is that the Boston & Maine! 
railroad is bankrupt. That bald con-/{ 
clusion is saved from its natural se- 
quence by the commissioners coming to 
the conclusion that the road should be 
saved from. receivership. The showing 
of revenue and cost of operation is con- 
clusive in support of the opinion that 
the road is not a paying institution and 
that the dividends last declared had not 
been earned. If not a receivership, then 
of necessity the bringing the road from 
loss to profit. The commissioners pro- 
pose these means of repairing the finan- 
cial condition: Higher freight rates; a 
mileage-book rate of 24% instead of 2 
cents; the paying of but one salary to 
the president of the road, who at pres- 
ent receives $35,000 from the Boston 
& Maine and $15,000 from the Maine 
Central, one of its subsidiaries. On the 
administration’s need of improvement, 
the commissions are outright in favor 
of the boards of directors being changed 
in personnel, in order to break away 
from the contro] of another road, and 
of the president devoting his entire time 
to the one concern. \ 

There will be hardly a dissent from 
the proposal to increase freight rates. 
So much has this means of repairing 
railroad finances been discussed that the 
public may be assumed to be ready for 
the change. The increase can be ac- 
complished only through the filing of 
new schedules with the interstate com- 
merce commission, and its approval. The 
first steps having already been taken, 
the coming 6f higher freight rates may 
be expected. With the.volume of busi- 
ness handled by the road, a smal] ad- 
vance will result in great increase in 
revenue, and it is not apparent that the 
schedules to be approved by the federal 
commission will put a serious burden 
upon the business of the region served. 

When increase in passenger rates is 
Eraposed, another view may be negperet 


fo : 
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to dev elop. The increase in freight | 
charges is not a personal matter and its 
effect will not be noticed by the .con- 
sumer of the goods an which the trans- 
portation cost has been slightly raised. 
But the higher passenger rate is imme- 
diately realized and the patron of the 
road will none too cheerfully part with 
the added charge for ticket or mileage 
book. At least one of the states has 
a limit on mileage-book rates and its 
law will have to be repealed or changed 
before.more than two cents a mile may 
be charged. ‘The commissioners propose 
that the transient rates be lowered to 
conform to the mileage<book price, so 
that the passenger who is not provided 
with the book and has not $10 to invest 
in one may not be discriminated against. 
They propose the increase of the mini- 
mum rate to conform to the same rule. 
Apparently this change includes the 
doing away with the special rates for 
suburban businéss, which on/the season 
Plan at least are much less than 2 cents 


}a mile, although this is not included in 


the statement in express terms, 


If the commissioners of these states 
have done no more than to bring out 
the merits of the case in- their report, 
they still deserve the publie’s thanks 
for the service. Their opinion, when 
supported by that of Chairman Prouty, 
comes near to being the conclusion of 
the matter as one for argument. It 
will be for the federal commission to 
decide as to the principal item, the rates 
for freight; but the other corrections 
will be local and can hardly fail to be 
brought about after the full -informa- 
tion gained by the commissioners has 
been’ brought to public notice.

ALL REAL POETRY RELIGION, 
SUMS UP ALFRED NOYES! 


Alfred Noyes summarized the content } 
of his course on English poets at the 
final lecture for Lowell Institute at 
Huntington -hall on Monday. As he had 
already said, criticism has found it hard 
in these latter days to maintain the old 
intellectual balance and sense of propor- 
tion. The analysis of all things has come 
pretty close to intellectual disintegra- 
tion. We need a new synthesis, a reaf- 
firming of the wholeness of the universe, 


ture or 


In our eagerness to accept what is new 
we have been inclined to let go of what 
was so splendid and rich in the old. Per- 
haps because of the very ricliness of the 
past of art we have been carelessly ready 


to play with new fashions. We are right 
to desire to carry on the torch of in- 
spiration, but not to throw the torch 
into the gutter and for light and Icading 
proceed with a mere meaningless flutter 
of epigrammatic squibs. 


There are certain things that mankind | 
has settled once for all time, and these | 
are the basic elements of literature, art | 
and religion. We err if we think to cast ; 
them heedlessly aside in our rush for the | 
new. What the pessimist makes of the 
sorrow of the world we have only to read 
Mr. Hardy to find out. We have special- 
ized until each has lost the sense of the 
value of his work in relation to the 
whole. We must retain our hold on the 
central unity. All literature is in vain 
that is not inspired therefrom. If his- 
torical religion has failed to satisfy the 
newer sense of things, where shall we 
look for the allness of the universe, asks 
Mr. Noyes, except in poetry? Matthew 
Arnold said that we should find in poetry 
an ever surer and surer stay. If creeds 
have become centered. on material facts, 
poetry remains forever attached to the 
idea. The idea is the fact in poetry. 
The strongest part of all religion today 


is its poetical element, thinks Mr. Noyes, 
translating into terms of eternal beauty 
and harmony the human sense of God. 

All the traditions of mere materialism 
are on their own ground today threatened 
with annihilation. Mr. Noyes cited Kip- 
ling’s sturdy faith. His “It’s clever, but 
is it art?” searches also the present at- 
tempt to substitute material notions for 
religious revelation. H. G. Wells and the 
rest say that it is art; but Mr. Noyes 
holds that where the materialists think, 
they have a mere fact they have really 
a miracle. All that the savants are dis- 
covering and declaring is untellably 
marvellous. Darwin ‘himself protested 
against any sense that the universe and 
its marvels were the mere product of 
chance, of fortuitous circumstance. 

The basis of all thought, whether in 
religion or art, is the assumption of a 
fundamental order and harmony in the 
universe. The very order of speech is 
based on such a concept: else all were 
chaos, without form and void. We have 
all heard an echo of the cry when the 
Titanic went down: but can it be com- 
pared for an instant with the cry that 
would be heard if humanity really be- 
lieved what the materialists try to think 
they believe—that the universe itself is 
a mere foundering ship? 


Our race, said Matthew Arnold—not 


merely one nation—the race—will find a! 


surer and surer stay in poetry, because, 
frankly declares Mr. Noyes, real poetry 
is religion, All great poetry, all great 
art, brings mankind into relation with 


the centra] harmony of the universe. All

really creative work, whether 
art or elsewhere, consciously 
unconsciously starts out with those first |: 
four words of the Bible, “In the begin- 
ning, God.” Let men phrase it as they 
will, they can find no better expression 
for it than this. Let them beware how 
they try to stute existence, however, in 
terms of nothingness. Mr. Noyes finally 
explained himself by asserting that noth- 
ing is further from his thought than that 
what is usually called religion should be

But the con- | 
sciousness of the universe as a divine | 
miracle with harmony in its heart is the | 
one inspiration of real poetry. 

Mr. Noyes read some of his own poems, | 
having notable success with the “Barrel | 
Organ,” with its haunting refrain, — 
down to Kew in lilac time, it isn't far 
from London.”

PORCH RUGS OF 


STRAW MATTINGS: 


A contributor to the Modern Priscilla 
writes: I make very pretty and inex- 
pensive porch rugs by taking two yards 
of matting and raveling the straw at 
the ends sufficient to tie the threads 
securely, then cut 20 pieces of one quar- 
ter inch seagrass rope, each piece being 
20 inches long.

Stenciled book plates are among the 
new and practical uses to which stencil- 


ing can be applied.| These book plate 


stencils can easily be designed and ar- 
ranged by any one with a little knack of 
drawing. The letters for the name can 
be copied from advertisements or fancy 
lettering in magazines. It is best to 
have the letters of very plain designs, 
vet at the same time| they can be some- 
what unusual in pattern. The-name can 
be artistically arranged around an open 
book, combined with ‘the favorite flower 
of the owner, or in any other simple, but 
effective way, says jthe Chicago Inter 
Ocean. | 

After the stencil is cut, it should be 
given three coats of shellac, so that it 
can be sponged off after each application, 
When. applying the shellac, one coat 
should be. allowed to dry thoroughly 
before applying the next coat. Either 
a thin cardboard or a stencil board should 
be used for the cut stencil, which should 
first be perfected on plain paper. 

The stencil is made the correct size, so 
that all that is necessary is to lay it 
over the inside cover of. the book .and 
paint through the openings.

WRAPS FOR DAY AND EVENING 


Many modeled on eastern designs 


The wrap for the affernoon is now as 
firmly established in the wardrobe of 
the well-dressed woman as the evening 
garment fashioned along similar lines. 
In fact, it is often something of a prob- 
Jem to tell at a glance whether the wrap 
is intended for the afternoon or for 
evening, as in cut, color and material 
there is little difference. As a rule, how- 
ever, the wrap to be worn in the after- 
moon, and perhaps on the strect, is more 
somber in coloring than the mantle for 
the evening. 

For the afternoon wrap the duvetyns, 
either with a silk or with a wool founda- 
tion, velours de laine, plush, brocaded 
velvets and satins, chiffon velvet, cor- 
duroy and the different varieties of satin 
are all appropriate. Usually there is 
some connecting link between the wrap 
and the gown it only partially conceals, 
the effect being that of a three-piece 
costume; but the law of contrast makes 
it perfectly correct to wear a velvet 
wrap with a cloth gown or a duvetyn 
garment with a satin frock. 


Practically all of these wraps are mod- 
eled on eastern designs, showing the long, 
loose folds and voluminous drapings so 
characteristic of the oriental garments.

Cheese is the casein or curd of! milk 
coagulated, pressed and allowed to dry in 
This literally defines cheese, its 
composition, and its purity, and deter- 
mines its nutritive value. It does not 
describe its characteristics nor explain 
its varieties, says the Modern Priscilla. 

Merely because slight differences in 
the process of cheesemaking influence 
the resulting product there are almost 
innumerable varieties of cheese. One 
hundred and fifty-six different kinds are 
described by writers on checsemaking, 
but this does not take into account the 
different qualities and characteristics of 
or Dutch, or Ameri- 

in several different 
countries or states, However, cheeses 
may be divided toughly into three 
classes: ‘ hard or soft, skim milk or 
cream, and those to which special fer- 
ments have been added to produce cer- 
tain characteristic flavors. 

The ordinary American cheese is a 
hard cheese of the Cheddar type, yet be- 
cause Americans demand a softer, milder 
flavored. cheese than their neighbors 
across the ocean, the export cheese is 
handled differently than that planned for 
home trade.

First Test, Which | Backed a 
ministration Measure, ‘Followed 
by 35 to 32 Ballot Today De- 
feating Another Amendment 


FINAL BALLOT SOON 


WASHINGTON—By a vote of 35 to 
32 the Senate this afternoon’ rejected 
the Hitchcock amendment to the cur- 
rency bill which would make terms of 
members of the reserve eight 
years and their salaries $12,000 each 
vearly. The Owen bill provides a six- 
vear term and $10,000 salary. 

Administration forces also scored a vic- 
tory in the first test of strength on the 
bill Monday. The vote, 40 to 35, tabled 
a substitute offered by Senator Hitch- 
cock, for section two of the admin- 
istration bill, proposing a system of four 
regional ‘banks with a possible increase 
to eight, the regional bank stock ‘to be 
owned by the. public. 

The defeat of this amendment prac- 
tically insures the adoption of the Owen 
plan, which provides for from eight to 
12 regional banks, with the stock owned 
by the national banks that become mem- 
bers of the respective regional banks. 
The Democratic leaders said the result 
of the. test vote indicated the complete. 
success of the administration measure. 

Anticipating passage of the bill this 
week, senators and representatives who 
will form the conference committee were 
at work today seeking informally to 
reconéile the differences developed so far. 
in this:w&y it is hoped to make a con- 
ference’ report a short time after the 
Senate passes the bill. 

With the exception of Senator Hitch- 
cock, the Democrats voted for. Senator 
Owen’s resolution to table the Hitch- 
cock amendment. Senator Poindexter, 
Progressive, voted with the Democrats. 
The Republicans: voted solidly for the 
Hitchcock amendment. Nw 

Senator Reed defended the Owen bill 
and replied to Senator Root, who on 
Saturday attacked the measure and called 
Secretary Bryan “The dominating in- 
fluence behind the ees Ben cur- 
- rency system.” 

Replying td: Senagor Root's predictions 
that undue inflation anda financial panic 
might ensue if the currency bill were 
passed in’ its present form, Senator Reed 
declared no inflation of the currency 
could occur. unless the “sound money 
men who run the banks” brought it 
about. 

“No one has the right td stand on the 

floot.of this Senate,” he declared,. “and 
undértakée to alarm the business’ inter- 
ests of the country where there is ho 
just cause for it.

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WASHINGTON—A plan of tiveimientil: 
ous scope for the further upbuilding’ of 
the United States trade with ‘other 
nations is unfolded in the first annual 
report of William C. Redfield, secretary 
of commerce, made public today. The 
report is made to President Wilson. 

Secretary Redfield’s formula for a 
greatly increased national prosperity in- 
volves. a.complete reorganization of the 
bureau of foreign. and domestic com- 
merce and Congress is asked for an ap- 
propriation of $760,000 with which to 
carry out the recommendations. For 
the fiscal year 1914 the appropriation 
was less than $364,000. Secretary Red- 
field says it was trivial compared with 
the great work to be undertaken. 

The feature of Secretary Redfield’s 
plait is the proposed placing in 14 coun- 
tries of the*world of commercial attaches 
whose sole duties shall be to promote the 
commerce of the United States. 

For this innovation Congress is asked 
for $150,000. 

One hundred thousand dollars is set 
aside by the secretary ‘for trade promo- 
tion in Central and South America. 

In outlining the present and future 
policy of the department Secretary Red- 
field divides his report into six parts 
as follows: 

Necessity for reiaed appropriations. 

Reorganization of bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce. 
Inquiry into efliciency of 
combinations. 

Study of economic laws governing the 
fixing of retail prices. 


industria: 


Gathering of underlying facts concern- 
ing public service corporations, 

Inquiry into the cost te production of 
clothing. 

Secretary Redfield’s report is, in part: 

It is believed that Congress should 
authorize the employment by the de- 
partment of 14 commercial attaches, to 
be resident in various foreign countries, 
these attaches to be each supplied with 
a clerk whose compensation should be 
$1500 per annum. The attaches should 
be divided into three groups as’ regards 
salaries, viz., three at $5000 per annum, 
four at $4500 per annum, and seven at 
$4000 per annum. The countries to 
which these attaches should be accredited 
are given below. 

The attaches should be men of known 
commercial ability and experience, speak- 
ing the language of the country to which 
they are accredited or a language cur- 
rent in commercial circles therein. Pref- 
erence would be given officers of the 


commerce or other branches of the execu- 
tive service who have unblemished rec- 
ords and who have shown marked abil- 
ity in commercial promotion... To these 
countries would be sent attaches: United 
Kingdom, Germany, Denmark and Switz- 
erland (possibly Scandinavia); France, 
Belgium and Netherlands; Austria-Hun- 
gary, Greece, Balkan: states (possibly 
Turkey); Argentina, Paraguay 
Uruguay; Japan and Chosen; China;

HEARINGS NEAR END 


Salary increases to officials of the 


Boston Elevated Railway Company were 
again. held up as an instance that the 
financial condition of the road was equal 
to the demands made by its employees 
by John P, Feeney, counsel for the Bos- 
ton Street Carmen’s Union, in making his 
final argument before the special arbi- 
tration board in Ford hall today. It is 
expected the proceedings will terminate 
with the close of Mr. Feeney’s summary 
some time this afternoon. 

Mr. Feeney referred to the advance re- 
ceived by -Gen. William A, Bancroft, 
president of the road in 1907. At that 
time his salary was. $25,000, now it is 
$36,000. This counsel said was advanced 
notwithstanding that: the road complains 
of its financial condition being unsatis- 
factory as a result of additional transfer 
privileges, improvement on the Elevated 
and subway and changes on the system. 

Mr. Feeney asked the board why H. 
S. Lyons, clerk of the corporation, should 
be drawing $10,000 a year from the Ele- 
vated for part time work and the blue- 
uniformed men could not get their in- 
crease. He said this man was employed 
by the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany and also by a cotton firm. He con- 
tended that there should also be an in- 


/vestigation. made of the Boston transit 


commission, which had been giving hear- 
ings in. connection with the road. 

Information was asked from the Ele- 
vated, said Mr. Feeney, prior to the 
hearings but this the road refused to 
give him, and it was only obtained under 
great protest later on. Finally, when 
a reply came to a communication from 
Mr. Vahey, it contained the statement 
that if the road made inquiries it would 
not seek information to use against its 
opponent later in the hearings. 

Mr. Feeney in opening his argument 
yesterday took up the graduated wage 
seale which he called an unscrupulous 
device. Only the company -fotind it pro- 
fitable, he claimed, because it produced 
a saving of between $220,000 and $330,- 
000 a year. 

The cost of running an élevated train 
from Sullivan square to Dudley street, 
he declared, was but 37.9 cents. This 
train of six cars can carry anywhere 
from 800 to 1200 passengers. 

The main point of this opening, how- 
ever, was the fact that the wages of an 
employee of the Elevated were $3 less 
a week than those of a city laborer. 

In comparison with city laborers, Mr. 
Fay said it takes a carman 10 years to 

h their -wages.. He declared that 


‘(during these 10 years the carman works 


upward of 10 hours more a week. In 
20 years, according to the present wage 
scale, Mr. Feeney pointed out, an em- 
ployee of the Boston Elevated would 
$2248 less than.a similar blue- 
uniformed employee of the Springfield 
street railway in the same time.

HEAD PLANS TO 
FINISH TERM 


Adj.-Gen. Pearson Declares He 
Has No Intention of Resigning 
on, Day That Governor-Elect 
Walsh Assumes Office 


POINTS TO: RECORD 


Holding that the compliments he re- 
ceived from military authorities for the 
maneuvers of the state militia last sum- 
mer and for its conduct during the Law- 
rence strike justify his belief that his 
services are giving satisfaction, Adjt.-Gen. 
Gardner W. Pearson declares he has no 
intention of retiring on the day Governor- 
elect Walsh assumes office, but means to 
stay out his term, which ends in 1917. 

The question of his resignation came 
up about the time that he received a let- 
ter from the war department in Wash- 
ington outlining numerous changes in the 
state militia to take effect Jan. 1. Among 
these changes are the retiring of 39 offi- 
cers, including four brigadier-generals, 
and the reorganization of the whole de- 
partment. 

Adjt.-Gen. Pearson said he had been 
three years adjutant-general and that lhe 
has always tried to keep politics out of 
the service. He realized that officers at 
times held opinions differing from his 
own, but these he had always made al- 
lowances for and took what course his 
convictions dictated as best. 

As to the merits of his work he re- 
ferred to praise which he had obtained 
from former Assistant Secretary of the 
War Department Brigadier-General Rob- 
ert K. Oliver, U. S. A.; General Grant 
and more recently General Wood. He 
said he felt he had kept in touch with 


‘all. branehes of the service and had al- 


ways kept under review the activities 
of the army and the navy. With these 
efforts to maintain the ranks on a high 
standard he considered the duties of the 
office were being filled adequately. 
Possibility of Judge Edward L. Logan 
of South Boston, colonel of the ninth 
regiment, M. V. M., succeeding him he 
considered out of the question as he had 
no intention of leaving office at the time

So far as the 
Boston public has had experience with 
opera contraltos in the last five years, 
either those singing as members of the 
home company or as visitors, the new 
South American voice is the richest by 
far in quality and the most‘opulent in 
tone.

RAILROAD IMPROVEMENTS IN 
CUBA GROW, MERGER EXPECTED 


Present Activity, Said to Be Most Interesting Since War, 
Is Believed Due to the Companies Keeping Pace 
With the Development of Agriculture

HAVANA, Cuba—At no time since the 
war with Spain came to a close and com- 
munication between widely separate sec- 
tions wags reestablished has the railroad 
situation in Cuba contained more inter- 
esting aspects than now. 

Railroad development has kept pace 
with the growth in agriculture, trade and 
traffic, but in order to economize, and 
also for the purpose of giving better ser- 
vice, it is stated in authoritative railroad 
quarters, some consolidation is contem- 
plated. The latest report is to the ef-

fect that the stockholders of the Havana 
Central railroad are arranging to turn 
their holdings over to the United- Rail- 


roads Company, and it is asserted that ; 


in this manner the systems will* become 


increasingly valuable to those making 
use of the lines. 

The Havana Central railroad is per- 
haps the most modern of Cuba’s traffic 
lines. The system is divided into three 
divisions. The Guanajay division is of 
the: most picturesque: nature imaginable. 
-It runs southwesterly from Havana to 
Guanajay, passing the great pineapple 
section between Marianao and Hoyo 
Colorado, and farther on through the 
valley of the Caimito. The keeond divij- 
sion is known as that of the Guines, run- 
‘ning southeasterly to Guines and to the 
great Providencia sugar mill. This di- 
vision covers a very important sugar 
section and extensive truck farms. The 
third division is the Guanabacoa, serving 
an increasingly popular suburb lying to 
the east of Havana. 


The Havana Central railroad is oper- 
ated electrically throughout and it is pop- 
ular with the crowds of tourists who wish 
to see some of the interesting places in 
a limited time and do not care to make 
an extended journey throughout the is- 
lands. There seems hardly a doubt rhat 
the Cuba Railroad Company is the most 
important of the various lines in the is- 
land. The main line starts at Santa 
Clara and terminates at Santiago. The 
road runs through the three largest prov- 
inees of Cuba, which represent about 73 
per cent of the total area. San Juan Hill 
and E] Caney are within easy reach. One 
of the interesting cities en route is Cam- 
aguey, where the company Has erected a 
large hotel, 

The Cuba Railroad Company has com- 


pleted recently several hundred miles of 
new construction work. The territory 
opened up is exceedingly rich. One of 
the important towns of the section is 
also one of the oldest in Cuba. This 
is Bayamo, which was founded by Diego 
Velazquez in 1514. It is situated on the 
northern slope of Sierra Maestra range 
of mountains, and is partly encircled by 
the river Bayamo. With the acquisition 
of the Havana Central railroad the 
United Railways will hold the key to an 
interesting traffic situation.

LAND SELLS FAST IN FUEL 
AREA OF PANAMA CANAL ZONE. 


PANAMA—Indications are that the 
ground area ‘already set aside by the 
canal commission fer coal and other 
fuel purposes will be taken up by the 
time the coal-handling plants and the 
oil-pumping installations are ready. 

Under the present policy, which is 
in accord with the treaty between the 
United States and Panama, the canal 
commission is obliged to turn down 
Many requésts, which involve not only 
the storage of these two commodities 
and the sale of them to ships, but in- 
dustrial and commercial features as well. 
The policy as adopted does not permit 
the sale of fue] oi] and coal to local 
industrial enterprises, neither can the 
commodities be treated. in any way on 
Canal Zone. territory. 

Such.a request: recently came from the 
Lagunitos Oil:Company, Lid., which con- 
trols a field at Negritos, Peru. This con- 
cern is an independent producer.and its 
output amounts to about 500 barrels a 
day. The oil, however, contains a cer- 
tain amount of volatile hydrocarbons and

Louisiana and California fuel oils. To 
make it usable, it is necessary to employ 
a process known as “topping” by which 
the explosive elements are evaporated at 
a temperature of about 375 degrees. | 

The proposition was to install a plant 
at Balboa, the Pacific terminus, for the 
reduction of this oil to meet the com- 
mercial requirements, afterward piping 
it into nearby tanks. In this way the 
company could ship the “tops” to the 
United States for additional refining, 
retaining the merchantable product for 
sale to ships passing through the canal. 
Land could be found on Panamanian ter- 
ritory for the manufacturing end of the 
business, but the claim was set up that 
the cost of piping it to and from the 
tanks at the termina! would increase the 
price at which the ail eould be sold to 
such an extent that the company would 
not be in a position to successfully com- 
pete with other dealers. It is believed 
that a much greater business in these 
two commodities could be built up at. the

ONE TRAIN EVERY FIVE DAYS 
SCHEDULE ON BRAZILIAN ROAD 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil—In a re- 
cent communication to the Monitor an 
account was given of a voyage ‘along 
the coast of Brazil, in one ‘of those 
small steamers that serve less populous 
centers, delivering merchandise and load-g 
ing such passengers as prefer this 
method of travel. The correspondent 
continues his narrative of the trip: 

“And s8@ we went on, delivering +o 
the people living along the coast of 
Brazil the goods entrusted’ to the cap- 
ipin of. the yee by the merchants of 


} Bahia, until on the fourth day. of our 


voyage we got to” Cagavellas, 400 miles 
south from Bahia, and the southernmost 
point of the state of .that,name,, We 
made fast to the pier at Ponta d’Area, | 
the railroad: station of the Bahia-Minas 
railroad. " The; coconut trees and ba- 
nana plants were visible in the distance. 

“Along the waterfront one might think 
this a Dutch village. There were ducks, 
geese, chickens, pigs, goats, sheep, mules, 
horses and cows, all..tumbling abont 
ard feeling at home around the dwell- 
ings' of the people. I went. ashore here 
to take the‘ train intd the*interior. At 
the railroad ‘station I asked the station 
master to five us a ticket’to Parahyba. 
The man looked up and said, ‘What, 
gentlemen; you want a ticket? /The 
train left an hour ago.’ ‘All right, I 
said, ‘I will-wait for the mext train.’ 
‘Well” he answered, ‘we have a pas- 
senger train every five days running up 
the road.’ ‘That won’t do, I said, and 
went to the director of the company. 
This gentleman gavye’me a permit for 
the ‘ticket agent to sell mea passage 
to go with the fréight train’ the next 
morning, and the next day I landed in 
Parahyba. 

“The man I went to visit there keeps 
a country store, and was glad to see me. 
The best room in the house was “made 
ready for me and I was asked to satay 
until New Years. Mai] sent my family 
from here, I afterwards discovered, was 
never delivered, and time passing and 
no letters coming I decided to continue to 
Rio. I took the train to Caravellas, but 
the steamer I intended to sail with 
passed by without stopping. There was so 
much coffee and cocoa piled up at the 
station, however, that the company sent 
a steamer for it, otherwise I might have 
had to wait a month for a boat for Rio. 

“T had heard about an American civil 
engineer, living in Caravellas, and I went 
to visit him. A planter living in the 
valley of the Parahyba told me one day 
he desired to buy some machinery and 
he showed me a catalogue from a house 
in Rochester, N. Y, I looked it over and 
told him it looked to me as if it were 
more than 20 years old. He answered, 
‘Yes, that’. so, but it’s the best cat- 
alogue I have.’ 

“Mr. Scofield owns a beautiful place 
directly on the sound of Caravellas.

Outside this place the town was rather 
| unprepossessing. The chief occupation 
of the people .is‘ whaling.: They catch 
as many as 40 and 50 whales in.a 
year from 15 to 30 feet long. They go 
after the. whale in the old-fashioned 
way, with sailing schooner and row- 
boats. of 10 or 12 oars. The whale is 
harpooned by hand; otherwise these 
natives are as clever as the Yankees in 
fishing. On a raft just big enough for 
one, two or three men to stand on, the 
fishermen of Caravellas sail out into 
the ocean and never come home without 
fish. If they cannot get anything else 
they tackle the sharks, 

“The town of-Caravellas is some 200 
years old, but. outside the fishery there 


is not much interest about the place. 


Even the one time much frequented 
bathing beach, at the entrance to the 
sound of Caravellas, is deserted and I 
was glad to see the steamer Arassasahy 
make fast to the pier at Ponta d ’Area, 
and after taking on a load of 4000 sacks 
of coffee we started for Rio. 

“Thre steamer had so full a cargo that 
we did not make any landing at any 
of the hamlets along the coast. Only 
at Victoria we entered the harbor and 
delivered the mail; 
beautiful. A light breéze was blowing 
and a light sea running and steaming 
at a speed of seven miles an hour, after 
days of bright sunshine and plenty of 


it we finally entered the harbor of Rio, 


de Janeiro.”

PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN NOW _ 


FOREMOST ISSUE IN COSTA RICA’ 


E.yes of Central American States Are Watching Thresl 
Prominent Candidates of Little Republic Strive for | 
Plaee of Chief Executive of Rich Country. 


FREEDOM OF BALLOT IS APPRECIATED 


iSAN JOSE, Costa Rica—A Costa 
Rican presidential election does not as a 
rule contain sufficient).stirring elements 
to make an event of much consequence 
to other nations,.but to Central America 
at present. Costa , Rica's election does 
mean a good deal. 

Each of. ther. candidates is a man of 
reputation. Sr. Carlos Duran, it~ is 
understood, is the preference of the pres- 
ent administration. Sr. Duran is_re- 
puted to be a man of considerable 
wealth. As president .of the Costa 
Rican’ Congress, Sr. Maximo Feryandez 
has a large. political following. His 
candidacy will ‘carry weight. The same 
may be said of the third candidate, Sr. 
Rafael Iglesias, who for eight years 
served his country as President. 

Ricardo Jimenez, the present chief 
magistrate of Costa Rica, was inaugu~ 
rated on May 8, 1910. The country has 
been uniformly prosperous since he took 
eharge of national affairs. It is ad- 
mitted here that when President 
Jimenez began his term the nation was 
in a somewhat unsettled condition. The 
election of four years ago was not ex- 
actly a peaceful] event. There was riot- 
ing in. some of the cities. The repub- 
lic’s financial status was also unsatis- 
factory at the time.. Two candidates 
were in the field, Sr. Rafael Iglesias, who 
is again running, and Sr. Jimenez, the 
present incumbent. 

The population of Costa Rica is 380,- 
000 of which some 4000 are Indians. 
The area is about 23,000 square - miles. 
With its extended coast line bordering 
on both the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
Costa Rica is in a better position, from 
a maritime standpoint, than any of its 
neighbors in Centra] America. The com- 
pletion of the Panama canal is looked 
forward to as Costa Rica’s great oppor- 
tunity and preparations are under way 
*-- the nation to take full advantage 
of its chances. 

No doubt the former unsettled condi- 


tions of Guatemala and Nicaragua have 
been felt in various ways in Costa Rica. 
When the question came up as to a 
United States waterway across Nica- 
ragua, in return for ‘which privilege the 
American government would pay $3,- 
000,000 to the other republic, cry went 
up here in San Jose that such a move 
meant good-by to Central American in- 
dependence. Costa Rica also claimed that 
part of the San Juan river, which would 
have {o be used for the purpose of this 
interoceanic canal, was Costa Rican ter- 
ritory. 

Costa Rica’s objection to any treaty 
with Nicaragua that would seem in- 
jurious to Central American independenes 
was set forth in a statement by President 
Jimenez, which concluded as follows: 
“As to qurselves, in this little republic 
‘conceived in liberty,’ according to the 
phrase of Lincoln, to live orderly and 
for the purpose of maintaining and fos- 
tering more and more all kinds of cor- 
dial relations with the United States, 
we do not need to sacrifice any of the 
attributes of ofr sovereignty.” 

No less determined in its attitude 
when the question of a Central Ameri- 
can federation was broached, Costa Rica,. 
through its former minister of foreign. 
affairs, Sr. R. Fernandez Guardia, de- 
clared that the main reason his country 
refused to enter into such a pact at press 
ent was that Guatemalan politics did no® 
coincide with those of Costa Rica. The 
statesman said that his people could 
not permit a President to remain in of- 
fice for 15 years, as was the case with 
Guatemala, where Sr, Estrada Cabrera. 
had held sway for that extended period. 
He also added that at the present time 
the. electoral campaign was progressing 
with a freedom from restraint unex- 
ampled anywhere except. in the United 
States and Canada and that his coun- 
try felt safe in resting the presidential 
issue with the people.

It has been carefully planned to give 
culture first and, secondly,.a wide know]- 
edge of the fundamental facts upon 
which society and business are based: It is 
expected to secure to the young woman 
who graduates from it so much knowledge

tions. It also trains her for more compe- 
tent judgment in ordinary social, civic and 
business matters.

Pennsylvania coal fields, providing man- 
ufacturers, householders and others fuel 
at less than average rates, It enjoys an 
altitude of 857 feet above sea level. The 
streets aggregate about 157 miles, about 
20 miles of which are paved with 
asphalt, brick or stone, with additions 
to pavement being made yearly.

Since its organiza- 
tion in 1805 the chamber has been ac- 
complishing results for the advancement 
of thé city industrially and commer- 
cially. This work has resulted in steady 
growth. Among the newer industries 
are the Kennedy Valve Company, tlie 
American-La, France Fire Engine Com- 
pany, said to be the largest plant of its 
kind in the world; the Elmira Heater 
& Foundry Company, the Hilliard Clutch 
& Manufacturing Company, the Enter-) 
prise Cut Glass Company, the Morrow 
Manufacturing Company and the Camp- 
bell Knitting Mills, No. 2.

GOVERNMENT'S. 
VALUATION OF 
FARM PRODUCTS 


NEW YORK—The government’s valua- 
tion at the farm of all leading grain and 
grass crops falls little short of $5,000,- 
000,000, in which the corn crop, although 
among the smallest in recent years, 
proves, on account of scarcity, to have

A., who piloted the N. EL A: AeA 
league champions of the past two years, 
urged the New England body to dis- 
courage the awarding of the champion- 
ships to the Central Association on the 
grounds that the conditions and manner 
in which thats body conducted other 
championships were not: fair. W. H. 
Cuddy, chairman of the local basketball 
committee, also asked the N. E. A. A. U. 
to hold up the vote on the matter until 
further information could be obtained on 
the matter. , 

President A. J., Lill, Jr., announced 
that he had a‘talk with. Governor-Elect 
D. I.. Walsh on the matter of securing 
the armories for athletic meetings and 
baskethall championships, and hopes for 
a favorable reply from the chief magis- 
trate of the state on the subject. 

J. B. MacCabe urged the New England 
body to take up the matter of securing 
a stadium for the children of Boston 
which would be open free to all.

We began to quote an article by “An 
Old Hand” yesterday, which led up to 
the departure of the open championship 
out of Scotland. -He continues: The 
promise of 1893 was fulfilled in 1894 
when J. H. Taylor took the champion- 
ship into English professional keeping 
where, with the exception of Mr. Hilton’s 
incursion in 1897, it remained almost 
for a decade. James Braid broke the 
spell, from a Scottish point of view, in 
1901, and Sandy Herd retained the title 
in Scottish hands in 1902. That was a 
great year. -Hoylake witnessed not 


merely two great championship struggles, 
but it saw introduced “in. championship 
golf the rubber cored ball. It was the 
year of the “H’s”—Hoylake and Haskell, 
Hutchings and Herd—but it was some- 
thing ‘more,. I ‘remember meeting Ben 
Sayers—a great little golfer in his day, 
and a grand judge of a player. “Here,” 
he said, speaking oft Massy,’“is the man 
who is going to win the ehampionship.” 
But not till 1907 did Massy turn up 
champion. He tied for ‘tenth place in 
1902, 13’strokes behind the winner, and 
enough was seen. of his fine play to 
warrant the assumption that he would 
become a dangerous candidate. 

Massy was not long in being joincd 
by a compatriot in the person of Gassiat. 
Edmundson came from Ireland in 1907, 
and Moran in 1909, to widen the field, 
and the expatriated Scots had made 
yearly trips from about 1905 to still 
further spread the interest. But if Amer- 
ican or South African professibn. Is, the 
brothers Smith Fotheringham, Waters, 
and one or two others were Scottish 
golfers, and they did not set their native 
\héather on fire, though Willie Smith did 
give the golfing scribes a flutter on a 
certain memorable occasion in 1910. But 
it was left to last year to bring about a 
recognized American . “invasion,” and, 
however much a certain American push- 
fulness which seems to be part of J. J. 
McDermott’s equipment may be deplored, 
ready testimony was given to the pluck 
of the young American when he made 
light of his failure at Muirfield and came 
back to Hoylake the tecognized head ‘of 
a group of strangers who invested the 
championship of June last with a} 
piquancy which would be wanting were 


we to get back to.the domestic felicity 
which obtained till Massy thrust his 
broad shoulders into the fray. 

An additional note of interest is given 
to the above by the reprint from Goff 
Illustrated of Nov. 7, 1891, as follows: 
With regard to the date of the holding 
of the open championship there is every 
reason why it should be held earlier than 
the beginning of November. On the last 
occasion, when Musselburgh was the scene 
of action, it was reported that many of 
the competitors had received a douceur in 
consideration of their withdrawing from 
the contest, in order to leave the field 
open to those having a chance to finish 
while daylight lasted. It is tolerably cer- 
tain that in the future, entries for this 
event will tend to increase rather than 
to diminish, for the victory of Mr. Ball 
showed ¢he amateurs that they need not 
absolutely despair of taking “honorable 
places. | 

Considering the dark, stormy days, 
Hugh Kirkaldy’s winning score of 166 for 
the two rounds was a wonderful perfor- 
mance. In the year 1873 Tom Kidd won 
the championship with 179, on a day of 
ideal excellence; not the lightest breath 
of autumn wind stirred the gossamer cob- 
webs that floated in the atmosphere. This 
score the present. champion beat on a bad 
day by no less than 13 strokes. The lead- 
ing amateur was Muir Fergusson with 86 
—84—170, H. H. Hilton coming next with 
89—86—175. John Ball, it is satisfactory 
to note, tied with the champion for the 
lowest ‘single round—83—but a most un- 
fortunate road hole in the first round 
cost him no less than 11, by which his 
total mounted to 94, too large a figure 
whep such a field had to be reckoned 
with.

spiritual and infinite. From a material 
standpoint natural resources such as 
coal, gas or oil may -become exhausted 
through long-continued use, but this is 
not true regarding man’s spiritual  re- 
sources. The source of these is the un- 
limited divine Mind, and the more we use 
these inexhaustible -treasures the more 
we realize their infinitude. 

All of truth that we really have is in 
our understanding of God, good. It is 
wise to keep this understanding active- 
ly employed because this is our present 
working capital. We never need to make 
an overdraft on our ability .to prove the 
truth. “In [Christian] Science,” writes 
Mrs, Eddy again, “we can use only what 
we understand” (Science and Health, 
p. 329). When Jesus walked on the 
water he was using what he understood 
of spiritual law and this understanding 
enabled him to set aside the material 
(so-called) law of gravitation. Peter, 
in attempting to do likewise, was en- 
deavoring to use more than he then un- 
derstood. Daily experience provides 
abundant opportunity to utilize all we 
at present know and this will ever be so 
because it is in accordance with God’s 
plan for us that our highest understand- 
ing should be constantly well employed. 

A prudent.-financier -takes good care 
that: all of his capital is constantly 
working,” but he does not indulge in 
speculation. The more we use our spir- 
itual resources and refrain from specu- 
lating the more certain is our progress 
and the more satisfactory are the re- 
sults achieved. Mortal mind ig inher- 
ently speculative. It is more inclined 
to guess at random than to reckon accu- 
rately or to caleulate scientifically.

It is, therefore, ‘wise to 
cease from invidious comparisons and do 
our very best. This lesson was pointedly 
brought home when to Peter’s query re- 
garding John, “And what shall this man 
do?” Jesus replied, “What is that-to 


thee? follow thou me” 
- Some one may say, “Ihave so little} 


time and opportunity..at present:for ‘the 
study and demonstration of spiritual 
truth that it is hardly worth my while 
trying.” This is a subtle phase of ‘error 
which would keep from us the most. valu- 
able asset in life—spiritual understand- 
ing. If we can devote only a little time 
today to this work, let us at least use 
this to best advantage.

Teachers to Be Paid While 
on “Detached Duty” 


That teachers who devote many years 
to work ina single city. are entitled to 
special opportunities for further personal 
improvement .for their work is a fact 
recognized by Dr. Chadsey, superintend- 

ent of the Detroit schoolgy and others, 
and it is thought that a practical plan 
to bring this about will soon be placed 
on trial in Detroit. It is proposed, says 
the Independent to select each year a 
small number of teachers who have a 
good record of successful teaching in De- 
troit for seven or more years, and to 
assign them to. “detached duty” on a 
salary of $50 per month for 12 months. 
This would not send them to any definite 
dchool, but would allow them their own 
time. to spend in study and travel, the 
$50 paid to them monthly by the city 
being considered sufficient to provide for 
all ordinary expenses. At the end of a 
year their names are still on the roll and 
on their return they are assigned to regu- 
lar duty, while a new group is sent out 
for detached service. Dr. Chadsey believes 
that this plan will result in raising the 
average efficiency of the city teachers.

Postage Stamp Substitute 
Is Awaited 


If there is any individual in any part 
of the world who has any better method 
of collecting the postal revenues than 
through the use of the postage stamp, 
that person would be received with open 
arms by the United States postoffice de- 
partment, writes Frederic J. Haskin. The 
department is the recipient of many 
notions as to substitutes for postage 
stamps, but it reports that te date noth- 
ing has been developed which embodies 
all of the very practical and direct ad- 
vantages of the stamp. It is admitted 
that there is a possibility that a success- 


| ful substitute will yet be found, but the 


departmental officials add that the tend- 
ency now is to extend rather than to cur- 
tail the stamp system. It requires ap- 
proximately 13,000,000,000 stamps and 
pieces of stamped paper to accommodate 
the postal needs of the people of the 
country, and they come in 124 varieties 
and denominations. The one and two 
cent stamps represent 10 out of every 13 
issued by the government, including 


postal cards and newspaper wrappers.

Planting Big Trees on 
Fifth Avenue 


Henry C. Frick, who is building -his 
new $3,000,000 house on the site of the 
old Lenox library on upper Fifth avenue, 
has just had 13 horse-chestnut trees 
planted in front of the residence on the 
block front between Seventieth and Sev- 
enty-first streets, says the New York 
Times. It is the largest operation in 
tree planting that has been done on Fifth 
avenue in Many years, and possesses an- 
other element of unusual interest in that 
all of the trees are of more than 30 
years growth. 

It took several months to find the 
proper number of trees ef the correct 
size. Some of them came from an old 
country estate near Germantown, Pa., 
and others were obtained from Long 
Island and Connecticut. They include 
both the single and double flowering horse- 
chestnuts, and are from 12 to 15 inches 
in diameter a few feet above the 
ground. 

To insure good soil for their perma- 
nent growth, Mr. Frick had the entire 
curb line excavated to a depth of six 
feet. To do this it was necessary to 
blast out solid rock throughout the en- 
tire block front. Special soil from old 
gardens in Long Island was brought, and 
several tons have been used.

tive. The details have not been made public, 
but presumably this allowance is to be 
granted in each case upon presentation, to some designated officer 
of each body, of a proper voucher covering expenditures for post- 
age used in public business. For several years abuses of the 
privilege, both for personal and political purposes, have aroused 
much public discussion, and demands have frequently been made 
by reform organizations, by the press, by representatives and sen- 
ators, and especially by postmaster-general, for correction. Per- 
sistence in these abuses will undoubtedly lead to the abandonment 
of a custom, not only harmless but useful in itself, that is num- 
bered with the few which may be called traditional in the United 
States. 

It is not generally known, perhaps, or generally remembered, 
that the postoffice was first established for the principal, and in 
some countries for the exclusive purpose of carrying official cor- 
respondence by mail. Later, in France, Great Britain and the 
United States, because of the great expansion and commercializa- 
tion of the postal system, the free carriage of mail matter came 
to be regarded as a privilege, and this privilege was claimed by 
persons in Official position. In England the House of Commons 
claimed the privilege as early as 1660. It was abolished in Great 
Britain, however, by the passage of Rowland Hill’s cheap postage 
measure in 1839. In the United States the first appearance of 
the franking privilege is traceable to the action of the Continental 
Congress assuming control of the postoffice in January, 1776. It 
is interesting to learn that it was then granted to all private sol- 
diers actually in service for all letters they might write or that 
might be written to them. In the early years of the United States 
government the privilege was granted widely, but it soon became 
necessary to restrict it. An act of March 3, 1845, limited the 
privilege to the President, the Vice-President, members and dele- 
gates in Congress, the third assistant postmaster-general and all 
postmasters. Other officers were directed to keep quarterly 
accounts of postage. The latter clause was afterward repealed and 
an annual appropriation was made to cover official postage. From 
that time there have been numerous changes in the privilege, some 
intended to broaden, others to modify its use. © 

Suffice it that, through too liberal construction, a tremendous 
amount of free matter is now carried by the United States mails. 
Instances of glaring violations of the motive of the privilege have 
been numerous of late. Certain representatives and senators have 
at times displayed, by the misuse of their franks, an utter disregard 
of the fitness of things. The employment, through the frank, of 
the postoffice as a partizan political convenience, however, affords 
perhaps the strongest ground for demanding either the abolition 
of the entire system or its complete reformation. The latter would 
be preferable, because the franking privilege, when properly used, 
may lay claim at once to dignity, convenience and economy in the 
handling of public business in the mails.

Cause ity rights. Its makers questioned the inva- 
4 riable infallibility or integrity of the many. 
ra Hearing They reasoned that sometimes both truth 
and justice would be with the few, who 
~ needed to be saved from’ punishment or 
extinction while the soundness of their position was being taught 
the many by experience. There is nothing of a similar conserving 
kind in the field of literature and journalism to insure that the 
unpopular “right” shall have as much publicity as the popular 
‘wrong’ view of affairs. The burden of expense and defense in 
support of an unpopular cause on its publicity side has to be borne 
by the few who champion it. Nor is this fact wholly unfortunate, 
for the sacrifices involved in the process deepen the consecration to 
the cause and often give to it a moral sublimity that the sooner 
breaks down the majority’s opposition. 

These reflections are provoked by the announcement that early 
in the new year a periodical is to appear bearing the name the 
Unpopular Review. To welcome it is not to approve in advance 
all that it may say or stand for. But the name and the motive 
are appealing, inasmuch as it starts out with the intention to tell 
contemporary Americans some old truths disclosed long ago to 
sages and to statesmen and now in danger of being forgotten by 
democracies that are suspicious of past forms of government. For 
instance, the editor is oldfashioned enough to believe that law as 
to suppression of monopoly must govern both labor and capital, 
that something cannot be had for nothing, that it is necessary to 
better the man in order permanently to better his estate, that ability 
and character should have due economic reward, and that the wis- 
dom of the wise is worth more than the knowledge of the knowing. 

Why it should be necessary to begin this process of candid yet 
constructive criticism in terms of anonymous dissent is not clear, 
unless it is with the hope that the argument set forth shall count for 
more than the personality of the writer. Too many periodicals 
today trade on names and make merchandize of reputations.

On the other hand the very sweep and scope ‘and—from the eco- 
nomic standpoint only—masterly commercialization of the amuse- 
mient and recreation industry and the rapid popularization of new 
forms for presenting dramatic art are forcing upon communities 
problems of private or community control such as no previous gen- 
eration of citizens has known. Already public censorship exists 
to an unprecedented degree, and this establishes a precedent as to 
community responsibility which may or may not lead to obvious 
logical results. 

The first of the large cities of the country to face squarely 
its community obligations to opera as one of the arts is San Fran- 
cisco, whose mayor has been in the East of late making careful 
study of the management of opera houses. A combination of 
private endowment and public aid, such as they propose in San 
Francisco, has its limitations already made apparent there; but 
usually the initiative must come through some generous and far- 
sighted citizen and an urban executive able to induce the community 
to act. The subsequent problem, of course, is to induce the many 
who pay the bills to let the few who know how'to. produce opera 
or to manage a theater have their way in spending taxpayers’ some- 
what reluctantly voted funds. To solve successfully that problem 
in connection with a publicly supported place of amusement and 
palace of art requires much more wisdom than how to apportion 
the seats controlled by patrons and donors and those set apart for 
the plain people. 

As in so many other matters, the American governors in the 
Philippines. are breaking paths for their countrymen at home. A 
combination of the insular government with efficient private experts 
and capitalists is to give to Manila the largest and finest . theater 
in the far east. Following the example of France in her subsidized 
theater and opera in Saigon, the United States has decided to aid 
her own representatives in the Filipino capital and the music-loving 
native population. When the ever-multiplying companies of tour- 
ing performers arrive in Manila in 1915 they will have a building 
custing $250,000, up-to-date in all its equipment. Connected with 
the enterprise will be a conservatory of music, also under the pat- 
ronage of the government. In return for concessions now made 
by the officials and for the use of a splendid site on the Bangum- 
bayan drive, the concessionnaires agree that in seventy-five years 
they will transfer the property to the government. 


To THE alumni and undergraduates of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology there 
is much in the annual report of its president 
that is full of interest peculiar to them and 
not so much so to the general public.

We take it that President Maclaurin has something other than 
this method in view. It may be that the ‘‘Tech,” like other educa- 
tional institutions that have pioneered the way, has about reached 
the stage where its directors are prepared. to say that a given plant 
and staff can only do its best work with ‘a student body definitely 
proportioned to the operating educational mechanism. To be efficient 
in a maximum way the school, consequently, must define its limit of 
raw material to be converted and abide by its definition. : 

In short, universities and colleges and schools, according to 
this theory, too often in the past have been run on the quantitative 
rather than the qualitative basis. With the new ideal. dominant 
there will be: less concentration of stiidents in famous institutions 
and fairer. distribution among a larger number of schools of the 
host of actual applicants for higher education. Unfortunate rivalries 
for large enrolments will thus diminish if not cease wholly. A 
more equitable division of work to be done for society at large will 
come to pass, at least so far as the privately endowed institutions 
are concerned. For it is with them that this qualitative test and 
this deliberate limitation of student material can first be tested. 
The state-supported school or university is now subject. to a theory 
of education which assumes that supply must always equal demand, 
‘hat no applicant shall be -debarred, and that the community cannot

The real significance of the utterance was in its general applica- 
tion. So taken, it may lead to misunderstandings. .’Fhere is a logic 
ju the declaration which, if pressed, might induce some power or 
powers to infer that not even a war of defense of a principle or of 
territory would be waged. To reason so would be fallacy. What 
the President and Mr. Bryan do mean, we believe, is this: that all 
the weight of the executive department of government is to be cast 
in favor of diplomatic and judicial modes of settling all cases of 
friction with neighbors, distant or foreign, methods that of late 
years have greatly reduced any chances for friction with Canada, 
and methods also that have diminished chances of war with Mexico 
as the result of any premature military invasion. 

' Of course, in the last analysis a national policy toward other 
nations is shaped by a nation’s people. At least so runs the theory. 
Actual practise indicates that, as the case may be, a pacifist or a 
militarist minority controls. The present happens to be a time when 
the pacifist group in Washington is larger and more powerful than 
ever before, and the intention of its leaders is to use their chance 
in a way to commit the nation as never before to non-military 
methods of composing disputes. 

_ In the light of this fact, consistency demands that the nation 
should press for prompt and satisfactory initiation of proceedings 
preparatory to a third Hague conference. From such a conference 
constructive measures might issue. At least there would be another 
opportunity for comparison of views and competition of plans and 
methods, a process that ‘never leaves disputants as they. were when 
they began. By attrition such as these conferences provide, great 
issues of civilization are ukimately settled rationally.

direction. For it is extremely doubtful Business 

if womien can be politically free until they al 
are first. free industrially, in the sense that 

their right te labor and their ability to labor in chosen fields shall 
be recognized on merit. Woman’s field has widened immeasurably 
in the last few years. Her opportunities are increasing every day. 
ft remains only that she shall be enabled through education and 
training to compete with man, not by underbidding him, not by 
driving hint out, but upon dignified and honorable terms. 

Colleges and universities’ must take the cHeapness opt of 
\Wwoman’s work. That women college graduates find employment 
i the industries and in mercantile callings is not nearly so impor- 
tant a fact in these days as that so many of them are compelled, 
regardless of their advantages in education, to take minor positions. 
}iere and there women are found occupying most responsible places, 
but the fact that these are exceptional proves that there 1s: still 
much to be desired in the manner of women’s training. It should 
not be the third or tenth or the twentieth or fiftieth young woman 
who succeeds and commands attention for succeeding. If she is 
taught to acquit herself and to properly assert herself as young 
men of her class are taught, it will soon cease to be a wonder that 
she is at the head rather than at the foot in position or on the 
payroll. 

Women are adding nothing to the sum of human comfort by 
being second, third, fifth or tenth rate in their callings, whatever 
those callings may be. The poor worker, man or woman, is an 


‘economic drag. The skilful worker helps to raise the general plane, 


the unskilful to weigh it down. The schools must take on more 
responsibility: for women in the future than they have in the past. 
It must no longer be a credit to them that a woman occasionally 


succeeds. It must be a discredit to them that success is not the rule. 


In PirtspuRGH there is complaint among street car patrons 
because there are not straps enough to go around during the rush 
hours. Of course, the rush hours might be. avoided, but Pittsburgh- 


ers will not listen to advice along that line.
